Many people think Windows 
8 is actually the slowest operating system platform and 
they reinstalled Windows XP using i386, which can be 
used to reinstall Windows XP if needed. Windows XP 
was the new operating system after Windows ME failed 
in the market, bringing a virus to many servers and mak- 
ing it hard to boot up. Windows XP used the MS-DOS 
command prompt based terminal to reply to users com- 
mands using the compiled language Microsoft command 
line uses. Windows XP can still use .EXE files down- 
loaded from the Internet, and surf the web quite quick, 
one trip which was developed from Windows XP and it 
is still being used on Windows 10 PCs, is the shutdown 
/i remote shutdown dialogue, you simply typed shut- 
down /i in a Windows XP based command line and a 
remote shutdown dialogue will appear, allowing you to 
remotely shutdown other computers around the world. 
Windows XP was not a victim of spyware viruses, instead 
adware viruses which install unwanted programs, display 
unwanted ads, and put pop-ups on your computer. While 
Windows XP cannot run gaming platforms like CS:GO, it 
is still an ideal business operating system that can be used 
if someone does not want to use a computer that surfs the 
web slowly.
